Cost of Living Going Down. Every 
thing Down But Coat, and Labor 
Still High 


In a recent issue of the New York 
Tribune we read that New York is to 
receive a visit from an Englishwoman 
whose income, is $30,000,000 a year, 
and who is endeavoring to spend that 
amount annually upon herself. This 
huge fortune, we understand, was 
made during the war by profiteering 
of some sort, and if the lady in ques¬ 
tion was not so selfish and vain she 
could find many places to invest that 
mono) to help increase production, or 
at least to render assistance to maim¬ 
ed soldiers or the dependents of those 
who made the supreme sacrifice. In 
referring to the utter extravagance of 
this woman, the Youths’ Companion 
adds: 

“If we may believe the newspaper 
reports, she managed to get rid of 
$6,000,000 in Paris in two weeks, and 
is looking forward to the possibility of 
similar or even greater achievement 
in New York; As an illustration of 
her methods, it is reported that she 
purchased a number of limousines 
and then had them all reupholstered 
to harmonize with her various cos¬ 
tumes. “Who does the most good in 
the world?” she is said to have ask¬ 
ed, “the miser or the spender? The 
spender, of course.” 

No doubt a good many people would 
accept as true this woman’s assertion. 
And if the alternative to spending in 
such ways as give her pleasure were 
merely to accumulate money month 
after month, year after year, in a 


In the window of uVrocery store in 
a Massachusetts city there was dis¬ 
played recently a pile of provisions— 
sugar, flour, coffee, tea, rice, butter, 
canned vegetables, cheese, eggs, ham, 
bacon, potatoes and jam. Those ar¬ 
ticles a year ago would have cost 
$61.59. Today they can be bought for 
$22.10. Of course the greatest dif¬ 
ference is in the price of sugar, but 
even if that were left out of thg cal v 
dilation the remaining articles could 
be bought for just about half what 
they were selling- for last summer. A 
clothing store nearby was selling 
shirts and other cotton garments for 
half what they brought twelve months 
ago. The prices of woolen suits have 
not gone down so much, but they are 
probably at least a third lower. So 
far as food and clothing are concern¬ 
ed, the dollar that was worth fifty 
cents in purchasing power In 1920 is 
worth eighty cents today. The farmer 
and the shopkeeper, the manufacturer 
and the mill operative, have taken 
their medicine, as every one of us 
must take his own before we can get 
back to a firm basis. 

There are some things that cost al¬ 
most as much as e'er. Rents have 
not fallen perceptibly, because build¬ 
ing goes forward slowly. Building 
goes forward slowly because those 
who carry on the industry, being or¬ 
ganized to get the highest prices for 
their goods or their labor, have tried

The cost of living is going down— 
not evenly, as in perfect fairness to 
everyone it should go, but going down 
nevertheless. When a few more busi¬ 
ness men and labor unions have learn¬ 
ed that they cannot continue to extort 
high-puces from a public that has had 
to Accept a lower scale of payment for 
its services, and that strangling the 
business of the community is not the 
best way of insuring their own pros¬ 
perity, the cost of living w ill go down 
still further. And then—if it were 
not for the taxes—we should be in a 
condition suitable for a sound revival 
of business.—Youths’ Companion. 


some justification for her attitude. 
But saving, in the sense of investing, 
is not hoarding, and by comparison 
with saving in that sense, the wo¬ 
man’s spending is mere wasting. The 
money that might be'going to the de¬ 
velopment of railways, or to the build¬ 
ing of mills, or to the opening up of 
mines, is being spread about among 
purveyors of luxuries, and, though 
some portion of it will ultimately find 
its way into the hands of those who 
will use it productively, an unduly 
large part of it will have been con¬ 
sumed without any increase in the 
wealth of the community. Indeed, in¬ 
stead of being employed to augment 
and preserve essential resources, it 
has the effect of diminishing them. 
Automobile makers and upholsterers 
are withdrawn from the production of 
.useful work in order to gratify their 
whims of the moment. In paying 
$10,000 for a hat made of birds of 
paradise she does not promote the 
preservation of the birds. 

This lavish spender’s fortune, has 
been but recently accumulated. The 
longer that people have money the 
wiser they usually become in the use 
long. That is a fact which the rest¬ 
ive Socialists, who meet only to de¬ 
nounce our capitalistic system, seem 
not to recognize.

Wherever Established Rural Municipal 
Hospitals Have Given Satisfaction 
People Get Good Service. 


In view of the fact that the High 
River Municipal Hospital will soon be 
ready for occupation it is interesting 
to read in the press the following 
about our system of municipal hospi¬ 
tals: 

One of the most important advance 
steps in public health supervision on 
the American continent has been made 
in Alberta during the past five years. 
Since the Municipal Hospitals act 
came into force five years ggo. nine 
municipal hospitals have been estab¬ 
lished, all having modern equipment 
at the disposal of the residents of the 
districts served. 

Taxes have not been increased to 
any extent in providing running ex¬ 
penses for these institutions, and the 
benefits which have been enjoyed in 
the rural districts in which they are 
located, have been beyond compare. 

Following is the list of municipal 
hospitals, number of beds and special 
taxation required in each case: 

Mannville, ten beds, three assess¬ 
ments of 3 cents per acre on rural 
lands. 

Vermillion, 18 beds, three assess¬ 
ments of 3 cents per acre. 

Drumheller, 42 beds, three assess¬ 
ments of 3 cents per acre. 

Islay, 12 beds, three assessments of 
3 cents per acre. 

Cardston, 12 beds, three assess¬ 
ments, the last one made this year, 
2 cents per acre. 

Onoway, 10 beds, two assessments 
of 3 cents per acre. 

High River, opened January, 1921, 
18 beds, one assessment of 3 cents per 
acre. 

Bassano, 22 beds, two assessments 
of 4 cents per acre. This higher rate 
in Bassano district is because so much 
non-taxable C.P.R. lands in the dis¬ 
trict. It js the only district where the 
rate is higher than 3 cents. 

None of these hospitals have de¬ 
faulted in their bond payments and 
none of them are in debt. The rate 
per day to residents of the district is 
$1 per day, about one fourth of the 
rate in the large cities.

PROTECT FORESTS 

FROM BAD FIRES 


Aeroplane Efficiency in Forest Pro¬ 
tection is Being Demonstrated 
Throughout Canada.

In view of the g^lendid work per¬ 
formed in Alberta by the Canada Air 
Board and their proficient airmen and 
fire guardians, the following article 
will be of interest: 

To have a small airplane, supposed¬ 
ly big enough only for scouting and 
forest patrol work, pick up fire-fight¬ 
ers with tools and supplies and trans¬ 
port them quickly to the scene of the 
fire and thus prevent a conflagration, 
has been the happy experience of at 
least two of the forest services with 
which the Air Board of Canaria is co¬ 
operating this season. This co-oper¬ 
ation has been established by the Air 
Board with the federal and several of 
the provincial forest services. The 
first instance of this prompt action 
occurred irr the Sioux Lockout district 
of Western Ontario where the Air 
Board co-operates with the Ontario 
department of Lands and Forests. 
Here the air patrol discovered a fire 
under circumstances where speed was 
necessary if a disastrous fire was to 
be averted. It was seventy-five miles 
from the base, and in less than three 
hours from starting two fire rangers 
were fighting the fire. They stuck to 
it and held the fire down for two days 
when they were re-inforced by men 
sent in from another point by canoe, 
and the fire was finally controlled and 
extinguished. The canoemen had pad- 
dled a day and a half to get to the 
fire, The second case was in North¬ 
ern Manitoba where the Air Board is 
co-operating with the Dominion Fores¬ 
try Branch. Here a small fire was 
discovered late in the evening. At 
daylight next morning the airman 
and two forest officers were in the 
air, arriving at the fire at 4.30 a.m..

The Forestry Branch inspector 
for Manitoba praises the keenness of 
the airmen in their work and records 
the excellent co-operation between the 
two services. The present season will 
do much to determine the place the 
air plane is to occupy in forest pro¬ 
tection.

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RELAXATION FOR 

SCHOOL CHILDREN 

Kdinvuton Pk;(lrlaiu Arrive At Di.- 
Conclusion That Children Must 
Have Recreation. 

Two resolutions were presented 
Ur. Andersen of Edmonton u* the Al¬ 
berta Medical Convention held recent¬ 
ly which were prepared by a com 
mittee of doctors In that city who 
have been investigating conditions in 
the public schools and examining 
public school children. This commit¬ 
tee found' that 60 per cent, of the 
children examined between the ages 
of 6 and 12 years were suffering from 
some physical defects, the majority of 
which were spinal curvatures and flat 
feet. Medical men therefore were 
urged to devote their energy toward 
securing more periods of relaxation 
during the school hours for school 
children, and were requested to take 
the matter of the appointment of com¬ 
petent physical Instructors up wjth 
the school board. 

t The second resolution dealt with the 
question of physiology as a compul¬ 
sory examination subject in the public 
school curriculum. The committee- 
called attention to the fact that a 
student may graduate from the pro¬ 
vincial university without having even 
a rudimentary knowledge of physiol¬ 
ogy since at present it is among the 
subjects which grp optional. The as- 
| sociation, therefore, urged to request 
the government to place physiology 
among those subjects on which exam¬ 
ination is compulsory. Both resolu¬ 
tions were adopted,

Oberammergau Take* un New Life. 

Passion Play Will Be Put On 
In 1922, 

Since the decision was made to give 
the delayed Passion Play in 1922 
Oberammoigou has taken on new life. 
Carpenters, painters and masons, 
many of them wearing long hair and 
beards which mark them as partici¬ 
pants in previous dramatizations of 
the passion of Jesus Christ, are re¬ 
storing the open-air theater and villas 
which had no attention during the war 
period. 

Busy housewives are preparing their 
homes for the reception of visitors 
who will fill the little village next 
summer. Scene painters are rebuild¬ 
ing and restoring the representations 
of parts of the Holy Land where Jesus 
lived, and^died and rose again from 
the tomb. 

Needlewomen are fashioning robes 
for the apostles and scores of other 
biblical figures who participate in the 
play. Although the cast will not be 
elected by the directors of the play 
until October, young women who have 
distiijfuished themselves in other re¬ 
ligious plays given by the Qberam- 
mergau folk are fashioning simple 
robes suitable for the role of Mary in 
the hope that they wilt be chosen to 
enact the part of Jesus’ mother, the 
highest honor which can come to an 
Oberammergau woman. 

The gicat auditorium which shelters 
spectators of the Passion Play is a 
wooden structure supported by steel 
trusses. It lias seats for 4,000 per¬ 
sons, arranged much after the plan of 
a modem opera house. When the 
play is offered one end of the Audi¬ 
torium is removed entirely, and/tne 
stage stands at some di-tance'irom 
che end of the building in suen a posi¬ 
tion that the mountains /furnish a 
background for the firing. The au¬ 
dience is entirely sheltered in case oi 
iain and the main part of the stage 
has a glass roof. 

| Even among the children ol Ober- 
I ammergau the reverence for the Pas¬ 
sion Play is very maiked, and inimi- 
! tation of their elders they are cdh- 
i stantly acting in the hope of being 
j chosen for important roles in the pro¬ 
duction given every ten years.

His policies were 
based on his own party interests and 
he discussed every public question 
with a ferocity and partisanship pro¬

By cutting away from this servile 
system, the modem editor has enlaig- 
ed the liberty of a whole profession 

The establishment of an institution, 
a living thing, which represents pub¬ 
lic interest, and nothing els*—that 
should be the ideal of the Canadian 
editor. 

It is this ideal which has made 
newspapermen a priesthood and has 
separated them—some of them—from 
politics. For this age is not a mat¬ 
erialistic age—in spite of opirfion to 
the contrary. 

Service is the watchword of this 
generation. And the newspaper that 
serves is the newspaper that succeeds. 

All the kinds of news that all the 
kinds of decent people want to read, 
is what makes a useful and flourish¬ 
ing newspaper.
